German oudacity of attack against — 
the’ hemic courngs of the Fronch sad 
British foreey, who fought every mile of 
ground during theiz retirement, is lesd- 
ing the eucmy into a position from 
which there will’ be, n0 rotreat if their| 
lines ave broken. Unfortunately, there 
aro hundreds of ‘thousands of people who 
know nothing of the..greai issues end) 
who ara possessed by the great, blind 
fear which has driven them’ from their 
towns, villages, and homes. 

When tha Germans swept around 
Lille they found, to, their amazemeni, 
that this town, surrounded by forts, bad 
been ‘abnodontd, and they had only’ to 
walk inside. “Dhisx casy access to o town 
which should: Lave been defended to the 
last gasp opened the way to the west 
of France. 

PANIC AMONG yReNct. PEOPLE. 
"Tha left wing of the French, which | 
was ‘to the west of Mons, waa. supported 
by, tho English troops, all too weak to 
sustaie ‘the pressure of the tremendous 


oddy which began to surge agaidkt them, | 


and realizing this perilous state of affairs, 
the French Generalissimo deereed that 
the north-west: corner af France was 
untonable, und that the maim army of 
defence should withdraw into a stronger 
ond clover formation. | 

Tt was then ‘that’ the great panic be- 
gon, inefénsing in upecd and tertor dur- 
ing tho, end of lavt week. I was in the 
midst of it und saw unforgettable’ scenes 
of the enormous trayedy. It was o 
flight of hundreds und thousands of 
families from St. Omer and Roubaix, 
Bethune, Douai, Valenciennes, and 
Arras, who wert driven away from their 
notthern “homes by the menace of ap- 
prouching Ublans. They aro still being 
hunted by dear from place to place, 
where they can find no shelter and no 
permanent safety, The, railways have 
been choked with them, and in these 
long fugitive trains, which poss ‘through 
stations, there ie no food or drink. The 
poor runaways, weary, ‘filthy, ond ex- 
habsted, spend ‘long days and nights 
shunted on to side linos, while troop 
trains pass-and pnas; and ero held up 
in- towns whero they’ can find no moans 
ct existence because the last « civilian 
train has left, 


| 2 EVACTATION ‘OF UOULOGNE.

whom wero the Second and Soventh 
Corps, was heavily outoumberod and hod 
to fall back gradually, in order to gain 
timo for reinfc~rements to’ come up.

literstly ran red with blood. 

Tho most ‘tremendous fighting took 
placo for the pousessioa of tke bridges.

No lew than thirty-three bridges wer: 
destroyed in this way before they could 
be seized by the German advonce guard. 
The fighting was extended for a consi-
